with Power to keep Courts, where they might redreſs 
Miſdemeanors within ſuch their Precincts, puniſh Of- 
fences committed by their Tenants, and debate and 
decide Controverſies within their Juriſdiftion : "Theſe 
Lords and Noblemen performing ſuch Services, and 
paying ſuch Rents, as the ſaid Kings by their Grants 
reſerved. Theſe Grantees were called Barons, and 
were ſuch as came to Parliament, and from thence it 
retains the Name of Court Baron to this Day; tho' in 
Proceſs of Time, by the Grants of ſuch Barons, theſe 
Lands and Manors came into the Hands of mean Men, 
by Purchaſe, &c, as it is at this Time. Courts Baron, 
by the Law, may be kept once every three Weeks, at 
any Place within the Manor. 


For the Etymology of the Word Manor, ſome fancy Word Manor, 
it to derive from Manurium, a Manuring the Ground; from whence 
but others think (with more Probability) that it comes derived.

eth Service in War, to toned their Lords ; and Fealty 
was primarily deviſed for "Tenants to manure the Lord's 


Ground, and carefully to diſcharge all rural Affairs. 

None can do Homage but Tenants in Fee-Simple, 
or in Tail; but Copyhold Tenants for Life or Years 
are capable of doing Fealty. 

None is capable of receiving Homage but the Lord 
himſelf in Perſon; but the Lord's Steward, or his Bai- 
liff, is capable to receive Fealty in the Lord's Behalf. 

Services of Profit are either tending to the publick 
Profit of the Kingdom, as when the Lord enjoineth 
his Tenant to amend Highways, to repair decay'd 
Bridges, or the like: Or tending to the private Profit 
of the Lord, as where the Tenant is enjoined to be 
the Lord's Brewer, .or is tied to pale his Lord's Park, 
manure his Lord's Lands, tile the Lord's Houſe, or 
thatch the Lord's Barns, Cc. 

Then there are annual Services as well as corporal 
Services ; and accidental Services, which differ from 
the corporal and annual Services in this, that moſt ac- 
cidental Services are incident to the Fee, and are due 
without ſpecial Reſervation of the Lord; but moſt cor- 
poral Services, and all annual Services, are due upon 
ſpecial Reſervation only, and do not belong to the Fee. 


The 
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The Lord may diſtrain the Tenant's Cattle or Goods, 
to compel them to perform theſe Services. 

Service alſo ſignifieth any Duty whatſoever accruing 
unto the Lord by reaſon of his Seigniory. 


Heriot, or Hariot, cometh of the Latin Word Herus, 
Dominus, becauſe it is a Duty appropriated to the Lord, 
rendred at the Death of a Tenant, or on a Surrender 
to his Lord; and is the beſt Beaſt or Goods found in 
the Poſſeſſion of the Tenant deceaſed. 

In ihe Saxons Time, when the Name of Heriot was 


firſt known, Heriot ſignified nothing elſe but a Tribute 


given to the Lord for his better Preparation towards 
War, as a Horſe, a Spear, a Sword, or ſome ſuch like 
military Weapon. 

There are two Sorts of Heriuts, Heriot Service, and 
Heriot Cuſtom. Heriot Service is that Heriot which 
is never due without ſpecial Reſervation, and is ſeldom 
reſerved upon any leſs Eftate than an Eſtate of Inhe- 
ritance. Heriot Cuſtom is that Heriot which is never 


due upon ſpecial Reſervation, but is challenged upon 


ſome particular Cuſtom, and is uſually paid upon an 
Eſtate for Life, or for Years, as well as upon an Eſtate 
of Inheritance, 


Relief is a certain Sum of Money, which every 


Freeholder payeth unto his Lord, being at full Age, at 
the Death of his Anceſtor. It is the Key, which opens 


the Gate to give the Heir free Paſlage to the Poſſeſſion 


of his Inheritance ; for by Payment thereof he relieves, 
and as it were raiſeth up his Lands again, after they 


were fallen down. 


There is Relief Service, and Relief Cuſtom: Relief 


Service is that which is paid upon the Death of any 


Freeholder; Relief Cuſtom is that which is paid upon 
the Death of any Freeholder, Change or Alienation of 


any Freehold, according to the Cuſtom of the Place. 


In many Places it is a Year's Profit of the Lands, and 
in many other Places but Half a Year's Profit. 

For Heriots, Reliefs, or Amerciaments, the Lord 
may either diſtrain, or bring an Action of Debt, at his 
Election. 5 |

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Amerciament is a pecuniary Puniſhment for any Amercia.

any Manor. It is a certain Sum of Money impoſed 
upon the Tenant by the Steward, by the Oath and 
Preſentment of the Homage, for the Breach of any By- 
Law made either for the Benefit of the whole. King-

of doing Suit, or for other Miſdemeanors puniſhable 
by the ſame Court; and it taketh its Name from being 
in the Lord's Mercy to be inflicted, more or leſs, at 
his Will and Pleaſure, 5 


It differs from a Fine in the following Reſpects: 


Whoſoever is fined may lawfully be imprifoned ; but 


whoſoever is amerced cannot. Amerciaments are inci. 
dent unto Courts Baron, as well as unto Courts Leet ; 
and Fines are never incident to any Courts Baron, but 
to Courts Leet only, or other Courts of Record, 


Amerciaments are incident unto every Manor whatſo- 


ever; but Fines are incident to ſome tew Manors only. 
Offences committed out of Court, of which the Stew- 
ards by no Poſſibility can have Cognizance without the 
Preſentment of the Homage, the Power of impoſing Pu- 


niſhments for them in ſuch Caſes appertaineth to the 


Jurors of the Leet, and not unto the Steward: And 
theſe Puniſhments thus inflicted are termed Amercia- 
ments. 

Offences committed in the Court, or elſewhere, of 
which the Steward can take ſufficient Notice without 
the Afiſtance, of the Homage, are puniſhed by the 


Steward, not by the Jurors; and theſe Puniſhments. 


thus impoſed are termed Fines. 

All Amerciaments muſt be affeered by the Homage, 
but Fines impoſed by the Steward are not. 

All Amerciaments and Fines are to be impoſed with 
Diſcretion and Moderation, according to the Nature 
of the Offence committed. | 

Preſentment is a Denunciation of the Jurors (with- 
out any Information) of an Offence inquirable in the 
Court whereunto it is preſented. 

A Copyholder cannot in any Action real implead, 
or be impleaded, in any other Court but in the Lord's

Upon the Deſcent of any Copyhold of Inheritance, 
the Heir is tied, upon three ſolemn Proclamations made

where Infants and Feme Coverts are exempted from 
Forfeitures by Stat.

So if a Copyholder be ſufficiently warned to appear 
at a Court, and he faileth, this is a Forfeiture, unleſs.

If a Copyholder in the Court be called and ſum-' 
moned to be ſworn of the Homage, and refuſeth, this 
is a Forfeiture,

[f a Copyholder ſwears in Court, that he is none of 
the Lord's Copyholder, this is a Forfeiture.

rounded with Water, ſo that it becomes Ruſhy and 


worth but little, or his Arable Ground ſo to be ſur- 
rounded, that it is become unprofitable; theſe and the 
like permiſſive Waſtcs are Forfeitures. | 

Forfeitures proceeding from Treaſons, Felony, Out- 
lawry, Excommunication, Aliening the Copyhold by 
Deed, or Copyholder going about in any other Court 
to intitle any other Lord unto his Copyhold, a Pre- 
ſentment of it in Court is neceſſary, becauſe by com- 
mon Preſumption the Lord cannot of himſelf have 
Notice of it without Notice be given him. 

Livery upon any Conveyance of a Copyhold Eſtate 
amounts to a Forfeiture; ſo doth a Bargain and Sale 
of a Copyhold Eſtate. | 

If the Huſband committeth Waſte in Copyhold 
Lands, which he hath in Right of his Wife, this is a 
Forfeiture of the Wife's Copyhold : But if a Stran- 
ger committeth Waſte without the Conſent of the 
Huſband, this is no Forfeiture, though the Wife con- 
ſented. 

If Huſband and Wife be joint Copyholders of the 
Purchaſe of the Huſband, during the Coverture the 
Huſband is attainted of Felony, and dieth; it is no 
Forfeiture of any Part of the Copyhold : But if the 
Purchaſe be made before the Coverture, then it is a 
Forfeiture of the Moiety, 

If a Copyholder for Life cuts down Timber-trees, it 
is a Forfeiture of his Copyhold : But if a Copyholder 
makes a Leaſe for Years, and the Leſſee cuts down 
Timber-trees, or commits other Waſtes, the Lord 
cannot enter upon the Land for a Forfeiture ; but in 
ſuch Caſe the Lord is put to his Action upon the Caſe 
againſt the wrong Doer.

"The Offences, that are both preſentable and puniſh- 
able in this Court, are ſuch as theſe: 

Firit, you are to inquire how the Conſtable and 
Tythingman have diſcharged their Duties in arreſting 
of Felons, purſuing of Hues and Cries according to 
Law, and apprehending of Rogues, Vagabonds, and 
ſturdy Beggars. 

And for the ſecuring ſuch idle and diſorderly Per 
ſons, there ought to be a Pair of Stocks kept in good 
Repair in each Tything; for it is the Tythingman's 
Priſon ,anda Thing very uſeful, asthe World now goes. 

You are alſo to inquire of Bloodſheds : If any Per- 
fon within the Precincts of this Leet hath wilfully or 
maliciouſſy drawn Blood from the Perſon of another, 
it is here puniſhable, 

If any Reſcous hath been made upon any Perſon 
driving of Cattle to be impounded for a Treſpaſs com- 
mitted, or any Pound-Breach hath been made, and 
Cattle illegally taken thence without due Delivery. 

Keepers and Maintainers of public Places for Card- 
ing, Dicing, Skittle-playing, and ſuch like unlawful 

ames, together with the Frequenters thereunto, are 


here puniſhable ; ſo are alſo common Barretors, as 
D Scolds, 
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Scolds, Brawlers; and Raiſers of Quarrels, Eves-drop- 
pers, ſuch as hearken after News, and carry it about 
with Intent to ſow Diſſention and Diſcord among the 
Neighbourhood. | 

There's another Sort of Perſons very miſchievous, 
and indeed too numerous within this Kingdom, and 
they are ſuch as have no competent Eſtates to maintain 
them, nor will they work to get themſelves a Live- 
lihood, but commonly ſpend the Day either 1 in Sleep 
or Ialeneſs, and in the Night they betake themſclves 
to robbing of Hen- rooſts and Fiſh-ponds, and ſuch 
like Villainies. The Law adjudges fuch Perſons very 
dangerous, and fo ought you, if any ſuch come to 
your Knowledge. 

Whoſoever ſhall take, kill, or deſtroy, any Phea- 
fants or Partridges in the Night- -time, or Hares, by 
tracing them in the Snow, or Houſe-doves or Pigeons, 
by Guns, Nets, or otherwiſe, it is here puniſhable. 

Lou are likewiſe to inquire of thoſe that do keep 
and make uſe of Hounds, Greyhounds and Setting- 
dogs, whereby to deſtroy the Game, that have not 
Eſtates which by the Law do qualify them for it. 


If any Victuallers have conſpired together to ſell 


their Victuals but at certain Prices, or have put to 

Sale any corrupt Victuals not wholeſome for Man's 

Body. 

If any Labourers or Artificers have combined toge- 
ther to work but at certain Rates, or at certain Times, 

or not to finiſh the Work they have begun, and un- 

dertaken to perform, 

If any Perſon hath uſed falſe Weights or falſe Mea- 
ſures, or double Weights or double Meaſures, that is, 
a Great to buy by, and a Small to ſell by, in Deceit 
of the People, it is here alſo puniſhable.

W pals; but if not preſent, then they are Acceſſaries be- 


fore the Fact; ſo likewile if they be in the ſame Houſe, 
and not in View of the Felony, 

The Preſence or Abſence of the Party makes the 
Difference between the principal Offender, and the 


Acceſſary before the Fact; for if he is preſent, then 
be is Principal, if he incourage, adviſe, or abet; but 
if abſent when the Thing is done, tnen he is Acceſſary 


before the Fact. 
| Acceſſaries 
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Acceſſaries in Felony are ſuch as follow, viz. Thoſe 
who command, conceal, allow and conſent ; who ſee, 
and could prevent it ; who held, and are in the Force; 
who are Partners in the Gain ; who knew thereof, and 
did not interrupt or hinder it by forbidding, or thoſe 
who knowingly receive ſuch Offenders. 

Procurers and Abettors in ſtealing of a Woman, or 
taking her againſt her Will, and thoſe who receive her 
knowing her to be ſtolen, are all Principal Felons, 

If a Man adviſe another to rob a Perſon in the 
Highway, and inſtead thereof he kills him; in ſuch 
Caſe the Adviſer is Acceſſary to the Murder, becauſe 
his Advice was to purſue an ill Act, and therefore he 
is guilty of the ill Conſequences of it. 

If any Perſons receive, relieve, or aſſiſt Felons, 
knowing they have committed Felony, they are Ac- 
ceſiaries after the Fact. | 

Acceſſary of an Acceſſary, is he that wittingly re. 
ceives an Acceſſary to a Felony, Huſband and Wit 
excepted. --- 

The Acquittal of the Principal. is the Diſcharge of 
the Acceſlary. 

Bloodſhed, viz. Murder, is a wilful and felonious 
Killing another upon prepenſed Malice, whether ſe— 
cretly or openly. Prepenſed Malice is either Expreis, 
or Implied ; Expreſs, when it may be evidently proved 
that there was I1]-will; Implied, when one killeth an- 
other ſuddenly, having nothing to defend himſelf ; 3 
going over a Stile, c. 

A Maid Servant and a Stranger conſpired together 
to rob the Miſtreſs, and in the Night-time the Ser— 
vant let the, other into the Houſe, and lighted him to 
her Miſtreſs's Bed, where he killed her, the Servant 
not aſſiſting or ſaying any Thing. This is Murder in 
the Stranger, and Petit 'Treaſon in the Servant. 

If a Wife and her Servant conſpire to kill the Hut 
band, and appoint both Time and Place, and the Set- 
vant alone, in the Abſence of the Wife, killeth him, 
this is Pctit Treaſon in both, 1 
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Manſlaughter is the unlawful Killing a Man with 
out prepenſed Malice; as when two, that formerly 
meant no Harm one to another, meet together, and 
upon ſome ſudden Occaſion falling out, the one kill- 
eth the other. It differeth from Murder, becauſe it 
is done without foregoing Malice. Benefit of Clergy 
is admitted for the firſt Offence. | 

Mayhem ſignifies a Cotporal Hurt, by which a Man 
loſeth- the Uſe of any Member that is or might be any 
Defence unto him in the Time of Battle. It is Felony. 
Stocks and Pound, if not kept in Repair in each 
Tything, the Tything may be fined 5 /. 
| Reſcous is a Reſiſtance againſt a lawful Authority, 
and by Violence taking away a Priſoner, of procuring 
his Eſcape.' If the Perſon reſcued hath committed 
Felony, and was arreſted for it, then reſcuing of him 
is Felony, | | 

So if a Man diſtrains Beaſts for Damage-feaſant, 
(i. e. for breaking out of another Man's Grounds into 
his) and as he drives them in the Highway towards the

A Barretor is a common Mover and Stirrer up, ar 
Maintainer of Suits, Controverſies or Quarrels, in the 
Courts either at Veſiminſter or in the Country; in diſ- 
turbing the Peace, detaining Poſſeſſion of Houſes in 
Controverſy, not only by Force, but Subtilty, This 


is an Offence at Common Law, for which a Man 


may be indicted at the Quarter-ſeflions. 


Eves-droppers are fined at the Diſcretion of the Jury.

Double Weights or Meaſures : If any Perſon make 
uſe of ſuch, he ſhall forfeit double the Quantity of 
Grain or Thing ſold, and ſuffer one Year's [mpriſon- 


ment, and be ranſomed at the Will of the King. go 
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the like if he buy or ſell with Weights or Meaſures not 
ſealed and ſtamped according to the Statute. 

If a Tanner put to Sale Leather before it is ſealed 
and ſearched according to the Statute, he forfeits 6 5. 
8 d. a Hide, and for a Dozen of Sheep Skins 35. 4 4. 
beſides the Hides and Skins, or Value thereof, and if 
not ſufficiently tanned and dried, he forfeits the whole. 

Foreſtallers, Ingroſſers, and Regrators, for the firſt 
Offence forfeit the Goods ſo bought, and muſt be com- 
mitted for two Months without Bail; for the ſecond 
Offence double the Value of Goods, and muſt be 
committed for fix Months; and for the third Offence 
loſe all their Goods, mutt ftand in the Pillory, and 
be committed during the King's Pleaſure.

committed. One Moiety of the forfeited Goods goes 
to the King, and the other to the Proſecutor. Fiſh- 
mongers and Butchers are not within this Law, if they 
buy only Taings belonging to their reſpective Trades. 

Where Cottages are erected contrary to Law, the 
Offenders are liable to the Forfeitures mentioned in the 
Charge: | 

If Highways be not repaired as they ought, the 
Steward may amerce the Perſons concerned as he 
pleaſes, with the Conſent of the Jury, Every Perſon 
not ſcouring his Ditches as he ought, and keeping his

veyor, having no lawful Excuſe for his fo doing, and 


being nominated, he muſt likewiſe forfeit 5 J. 

All Surveyors of the Highways are to give public 
Notice in Church the Sunday after Eaſter Yearly ; and 
every Man having a Team or Plow-land, either Ara- 
ble or Paſture, is obliged to ſend two able Men with 
the Team and Tools, to work four Days between 
Eaſter and Midſummer, eight Hours in each of the ſaid 
Davs, under the Penalty of 105. for each Day. 

Every Cottager is obliged to work himſelf, or find a 
Labourer in his Stead, under the Penalty of 1 s, each 
Day. : 5 
All Forſeitures of this Nature are to be employed 
towards mending the Ways. | 
A great many of theſe Offences, relating to the 
Court Leet, are puniſhed by the Judges at the Aſſizes, 
or by the Juſtices of Peace at their General Quarter- 
Seſſions and Petty Seſſions, which are held very often, 
and the Court Leet but ſeldom. | 

And as for the Offences committed relating to the 
Court Baron, they are punſhed by. the Steward and

If the Verdict find Matter incertainly, it is inſuf- 
ficient, and no Judgment ought to be given there- 
upon; as if an Executor plead Plene adminiſtravit, and 
Iſſue is joined thereupon, and the Jury find that the 
Defendant hath Goods in his Hands to be adminiftred, 
but find not of what Value: This is incertain, and 
therefore inſufficient. 255 

A Verdict that findeth Part of the Iſſue, and findeth 
nothing for the Reſidue, is inſufficient for the Whole, 
becauſe they have not tried the whole Iſſue wherewith 
they were charged; but if the Jury give a Verdict 
of the whole Iſſue, and of more, that which is more, 
is Surpluſage, and ſhall not ſtay Judgment. 


The Court being ended, adjourn the Court to an- 
other Day to be kept, commanding the Bailiff to make 
Proclamation, O yes, &c. and ſay, 


All manner of Perſons, that have any more to 
do at this Court, let them come forth, and they 
*© ſhall be heard; otherwiſe they, and every one elſe 
may depart hence for this Time, and keep their 
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© Hour here on Day, &c. the fourth Day of, 
* &c. by Ten of the Clock in the Forenoon. 


Now the Court being done, and the Defendant 
condemned by Verdict, then Judgment being entred, 
a Fieri facias ſhall be awarded to make Levy of the 
Defendant's Goods; and thereupon his Goods ſhall be 
taken by Virtue thereof, and may be appraiſed and ſold 
to ſatisfy the Plaintiff: And in caſe the Defendant 
hath no Goods whereupon Levy may be made, then 
the Plaintiff hath no Remedy in this Court ; for it be- 
ing no Court of Record, no Capias lies there: But an 
Action may be brought at common law upon the 
Judgment entred. 


Of the Proceedings in this Court. 
& Þ HE Plaintiff is firſt to take out a Summons re- 


turnable at the next Court, and then to appear 
by his Attorney ; and if the Defendant do not appear, 
an Attachment, or Di inan is to be made out upon 
Requeſt. 

And the firſt Thing the Defendant in any Ace 
is to do, is to appear in Perſon, or by an Attorney 
in the Court, to anſwer the Action, and defend the 
Suit, 

At the next Court-day after Proceſs executed, and 
the Defendant's Appearance, the Plaintiff is to file his 
Declaration, and ſhew his Cauſe of Action, or Mat- 
ter of Complaint; and in what Manner the Action 
grew between the Parties, and at what Time and 
Place the Wrong was done, and ſhew the Damage he 
hath ſuſtained by the Wrong done unto him, which 
upon the Plaint is under 40s. Let the Attornies be 
diligent in taking right and full Inſtructions from their 
Clients, and inform themſelves of every Thing which 
is materially incident to the Caſe, that ſo they may 
know what Manner of Action is moſt proper to be 
brought on their Clients Behalf, And Note, That in

good Pleadings the Law requires. four Things, vs. 


Verity, Certainty, Order, Congriticy : and in ſome 
Caſes Manner and Form. 
If an Action be brought before there is auy Cauſe

the Pla intiff declareth the ſame to be done the Fifth or 
Firſt Day of May, when no Treſpaſs was committed 
et if upon Evidence it falleth out that the Treſpaſs 
was done before. the Action brought, it ſufficeth.

And Litth« 
ten faith, That the Jury may find the Defendant guilty 
at another Day than the Plaintiff ſuppoſeth; for the 
Law of England reſpecteth more the Effect and Sub- 
ſtance of the Matter, than every Nicety of Form and 
Circumſtance. ; 


Note, That in Actions for Debt upon Emiſſet for 


Wares, for Money, or other Things lent, upon an 


Infimul computaſſent, Action of Treſpaſs, Battery, or 
upon the Caſe, Sc. you are not tied to lay the certain 
Day, but you may lay it at any Time after the Cauſe 
of Action accrued, 


If an Action of the Caſe be brought upon an A 
ſumpſit, the Plaintiff mutt declare upon the whole Pro- 
miſe made, and not upon Part of it, elſe the Declara- 
tion is not good. Ach. 22 Car. B. R. 

If there be Words in a Declaration which have no 
Siznification, or Words ſuperfluous, the Words ſhall 
be adjudged to be void Words, and ſhall not hurt the 
Declaration ; but the Declaration ſhall be taken as if 
theſe Words were left out of it, Superfiua non noceni.

If the Plaintiff do alter his Declaration, the Defen- 
dant may alter his Plea; for by the Amendment of it, 
it may be ſo altered in Matter, that it may require a 
different Anſwer from what was formerly pleaded :

If after Proceſs executed, the Defendant doth ap- 
pear, and the next Court after gives a Rule to declare, 
and the Plaintiff doth not file his Declaration within 
the Time; then upon ſuch Default the Plaintiff is 
non-ſuited ; and the Defendant may have his Colts to 
be taxed ; for which taxing there is nothing due to 
the Steward, but he receives two Shillings for entring 
the Judgment, and two more for the Execution. 

In every Caſe where the Plaintiff may have Coſts

After the Plaintiff hath appeared, and Declaration 
filed, upon the Appearance of the Defendant, Impar- 
lance is to be entred. Imparlance is, when the De- 
fendant being to anſwer the Suit or Action of the 
Plaintiff, defireth ſome Time of Reſpite to adviſe hin- 
ſelf the better what he ſhall anſwer, being nothing ell: 
but a Continuance of the Caufe till a further Day. 

Continuance is after a Suit is begun, and the Plain- 
tiff hath declared. He muſt continue his Suit from 
Court-day to Court-day, or elſe the adverſe Party may 
take Advantage of it: And this is called Continuance, 
being but only a Proroguing of a Suit from I ime to 
Time, to keep it in Being ; and it is by the Act of 
Order of the Court, and ſometimes by the Agreement 
of the Attornies of both Parties. 1 
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The Rule, or Dies datus, is when further Day is 


given to the Plaintiff to put in his Declaration, or to 
the Defendant to put in his Anſwer : The Time is uſu- 
ally the next Court-day, and if Occaſion, a Rule for

The next Court after the Filing the Declaration, 


and Imparlance given, the Defendant is to put in his 


Anſwer, which he pleadeth, and ſaith in Bar, to avoid 
the Action of the Plaintiff, either by Confeſſing and 
Avoidance, or Traverſing and denying the material 
Parts thereof: It muſt be legal, full, and perfect; for 
a bad or inſufficient Plea is in Law no Plea. 

If Iſſue be not joined upon the Anſwer, then the 
Plaintiff is to file the Replication to the Anſwer of 
the Defendant, which muſt affirm and purſue his De- 
claration. | | 

Then the Defendant muſt put in his Rejoinder to 
the Plaintiff's Replication, which muſt purſue and 
confirm his Anſwer ; for every Rejoinder ought to 
have theſe two Properties ſpecially, that is, it ought to 
follow and enforce the Matter of the Bar, and alſo to 
be a ſufficient Anſwer to the Replication. 

If the Parties be not at Iſſue by reaſon of ſome new 
Matter diſcloſed in the Defendant's Rejoinder, if there 
be Cauſe, the Plaintiff may ſur-rejoin to the ſaid Re- 
joinder; but it falleth out very ſeldom. The Sur- 
rejoinder is a ſecond Defence of the Plaintiff's Decla- 
ration, oppoſite to the Defendant's Rejoinder, 

Whenſoever the Counſel of the Parties are of Opi- 
nion, that the Declaration or Plea of the adverſe Party 
is inſufficient in Law, then he demurreth or abideth 
in Law, and referreth the ſame to the Judgment of 
the Court. Now there is no Demurrer in Law, but 
when it is joined ; and therefore when a Demurrer is 
offered by the one Party, as is aforeſaid, the adverſe 
Party joineth with him ; and thereupon the Demurrer 
is ſaid to be joined, and then the Cauſe is by the Coun- 
fe] of both Sides argued in open Court.

The Mature and Kinds of Actions, 
and of Pleadings, &Cc. 


CTIONS are commonly divided into Five 
Parts, or Particulars, viz. Action Perſonal, Ac- 

tion Real, Action Mixed, Action Civil, Action Penal, 
A Perſonal Action is that which one Man may have 
againſt another, by reaſon of any Contract for Money 
or Goods, or for any Offence done by him, or ſome 
other for whoſe Fact he is anſwerable. A Reul Action 
is that whereby a Demandant claims Title to have a 
Freehold in any Lands or Tenements, Rents or Com— 
mons in Fee-ſimple, Fee-tail, or for Life. Action 
Mixed is that which lieth as well againſt or for the 
Thing which we ſeek, as againſt py Perfon that hath 
1:, and is called mixed, as a Reſpect both to the 1 ung 
and the Perſon; and thin Action ſceks both the Thing 
whereof we are deprived, and a Satisfaction for the un— 
juſt Detention. Action Civil is that which tenvs 
only to the Recovery of that which by reaſon of any 
Contra or other like Cauſe is due to us; as if 4 
Man by Action ſcck to recover a Sum of Money fol- 
merly lent. Action Penal aims at ſome Penalty of 
Puniſhment in the 8 TIE ſued, be it corporal or pe- 
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| Land-Steward's Afijbant. 


Action of Debt lies where any Sum df Money is due Pzrticular 
to a Man by reaſon of Account, Bargain, Contract, Actions, and 
Obligation, or other Specialty, to be paid at a certain firt Debt. 


Day, which is not paid. 

And although there is a Limitation of Time for 
demanding and recovering of Book-debts, &c. yet 
there is no Limitation in Caſe of Specialties, as Bonds, 
Se. | 
Whilſt an Account is current, there lies only. an 
Action of Account; but when it is ſtated under Hand, 
and the Ballance agreed, then it turns to an Action of 
Debt for the Ballance. | 

Huſband ſhall be charged with the Debts of his 
Wife only during her Life. 

If a Man die without receiving a Debt due to his 
Wife, the Wife ſhall have the Action, and not his 
Executors, 

If a Man make another his General Receiver, who 
receiveth Money, and maketh an Acquittance, and 
payeth not his Maſter, yet that Payment diſchargeth 
the Debtor, 

An Acquittance is a good Bar if nothing be paid. 

Payment on a fingle Obligation or Bill, requires 
Acquittance to be a Bar; but in Obligattons with 
Conditions, no Acquittance is neceſſary. 


No Copy of a Deed or Will may be produced in 


Court as Evidence, only Originals. 
Where a Man pleads any Deed, he muſt offer it 


in Court; and the other Party may refuſe to plead, 


until he has a Copy of it. | 

The firſt Grant and laſt Will ſtands in Force. 

Payment of Principal and Intereſt due upon a Bond 
is a good Diſcharge and Bar, though it be not done 
exactly at the Time limited ; and ſhall be deemed a full 
Satisfaction and Performance, if ſuch Principal and 
Intereft be brought into Court. 

An Heir has no Benefit of Money lent on Mort- 
gage, Sc. by his Anceſtor, unleſs the Word Heirs be 


contained in it; for as an Heir is not obliged to pay 


Money of his Anceſtor's, unleſs he be particularly 


named, 
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named, ſo he cannot receive Money, unleſs he he 


- named alio. 


A Statute, Judgment, or Recognizance, may have 
preſent Execution taken out, without further Suit, as 


a 2 preſent Duty; which a Bond, or other Thing not 


recorded, cannot. 
Where Leſſee for Years holds over his Term, or 
takes a new Term, the Leſſor may not diſtrain his 


Cattle for Rent due before his firſt Term was ex- 


pired ; but he may bring an Action of Debt upon 
Covenant. ; 

A Man ought not to take more than 5 /. per Cent, 
for Money lent ; if he does, it is Uſury and Extor- 
tion, and he forfeits treble the Value. 

Intereſt for Money, without mentioning for what, 
ſhall be intended 5 J. per Cent. per Annum. 

On Contract or Bargain, a Man may keep his Goods, 
until he has his Money, but no longer; and if you 
agree to give me ſo much for a Thing, and do not 


give it me preſently, I may avoid the Bargain, and 


ſell it to another. 


The Huſband ſhall not be charged for the Contract | 


of his Wife, unleſs he giveth her Authority to do it. 

And a Man ſhall be charged in Debt for the Con- 
tract of his Bailiff, Servant, or Wife, where he giveth 
Authority unto any ſuch to buy or ſell for him. 

Goods ſold by a Servant are in Law ſuppoſed to 
be bought of the Maſter, and he may bring his Ac- 
tion, 

For Felony, Battery, Money received or borrowed 
by Servant, the Maſter is not anſwerable, unleſs it 
was done by his Command, 

No Action ſhall be brought to charge any Execu- 
tor or Adminiſtrator upon any ſpecial Promiſe to an- 
ſwer Damages out of his own Eſtate, or to charge the 
Defendant upon any ſpecial Promiſe to anſwer the 
Debt of another Perſon, or to charge any Perſon upon 
any Agreement made upon Conſideration of Marriage, 


or upon Contract or Sale of Lands, or Intereſt there- 


in, or upon any Agreement not to be performed with-

| Rents of Leaſes, Servants and Workmens W ages, 
Debts on Shop-books, and Verbal Contracts: And if 


the Executor pays any of theſe laſt before the former, 
he is liable to all although it be out of his own Eſtate, 
for Want of Aſſets; but if there be enough left to 
pay all the Debts, he may do it in what Order he 
pleaſes. 

In an Action of Debt, the Jury may find Part paid 
againſt the Plaintiff, and Part unpaid againſt the De- 
fendant, 

If the Court do believe that the Jury have given 
Verdict againſt the Evidence, they may order a new 
Trial to be, on paying Coſts. | 

The Oath of the Plaintiff will be taken before the 
Oath of the Defendant, if there be Oath for Oath. 

Where the Plaintiff will not try his Cauſe in due 
Time, the Defendant may try it by Proviſo, and be

Action upon the Caſe is a general Action given for 
Redreſs of Wrongs done without Force againſt any

Action upon the Caſe lies for Deceits in any Con- 


tracts, Bargains, Sales of Wares, Sc. and if ſuch 


Deceit be by a Servant, the Maſter is anſwerabie : It 
lies for any Breach of Promiſe, Innkeeper or his. Ser- 
vant loſing Goods, or ſuffering a Horſe, Cc. to re- 
ceive Damage after delivered to them by the Owner, 
Goods loſt, ſtolen or abuſed, after delivered to a 
Carrier or his Servant, unleſs the Carrier gives Cau- 
tion that he will not be anſwerable. Sheriff or other 
Officer neglecting his Duty, or doing it deceitfully, 
For Work done, or a Thing lent and receiving Da- 
mage. A Dog, Boar, Cc. biting Men or Cattle, 
whereby a Damage is received. Enticing away ones 
Servant. Diſturbing Officers in doing of Juſtice, If 
a Man borrow a Horſe, and ride him further than 
agreed, or exceſſively, or neglect him in Feeding, 
whereby a Damage is received. For not grinding at 
the Lord's Mill according to Tenure, For common 
Nuſances, and not repairing of Houſes, Hedges, Ways, 
&c. For any Thing where a ſpecial Prejudice 1s re- 
Leived, this Action upon the Cale lies.

Pitles to Eftates, or 
tends to Diſinheritance; any Thing as tends to a 
Man's particular Damage, and he receives Damage 
thereby, which muſt be («t forth. | 

And whether the Woids be ſpoken in Feft, behind 
one's Back, by a ſecond or third Perſon, in any Lan- 
guage, drunk, in one or more Sentences, directly or 
indirealy, it matters not. | 

But if the Words be only a Part of a Sentence, and 
the whole would make a better Conſtruction, theie the 


Defendant may aver the whole in Bar. 


No Heir or Executor is chargeable with the Wrong 
or Treſpaſs of the Anceſtor or Teſtator. 


Actions of Treſpaſs are generally for Recovery of Treſpaſs, 
the Teſtator's Goods by the Executors, or for Entry Battery, 
on Lands, and doing Damage, Aſſaulting, Beating, 

Sc. All preſent, or that take Part of tue Tieſpals, 
a are 
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Detinue, 
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are liable to be ſued as Treſpaſſers, except they declare 
their Diſſaſſent to it. | 

A Servant doing Treſpaſs by the Maſter's Command, 
both may be ſued ; but if no Commaud from the Ma- 
ſter, the Servant only is liable. 

Threatning where a Loſs follows, as that a Man is 
afraid to go about his Buſineſs, whereby a Damage en- 
ſues, this Action may be brought for Remedy. 


Throwing Drink on a Maa is Battery, unleſs it 


happens by Accident. 

Threatning to do bodily Miſchief, as to cut off an 
Arm, Cc. is an Afiault. 

Lifting up of the Hand in Anger againſt a Man, 
without ſtriking, is an Aſſault in Law. 

In Actions of Battery, a Man may juſtify in the 
defending of his own Perſon or Goods, and alſo in the 
Defence of the Perſon of the Wife, Father, Mother, 
Maſter, &c. 

Huſband is bound by many Treſpaſſes of the Wife, 
but not to ſuſtain corporal Puniſhment for them. 

Releaſe to one T reſpaſſer diſcharges all his Confede- 
rates in committing the Treſpaſs, 

The Huſband cannot be Witneſs for'or againſt the 
Wife, nor the Wife for or againſt the Huſband, un- 
leſs it be in Caſe of Treaſon. 

In Actions of Covenant, you may aflign as many 

Breaches as you pleaſe ; but in Actions upon Condi- 
tion, you can aſſign only one. 
particular Damage muſt be ſet forth, that the Defen- 
dant may know how to anſwer, 

Perſonal Actions, as Battery, &c, die with the 
Perſons.

HE Word Evidence is of a different Significa- 
tion; as ſignifying authentick Writings of Con- 
tracts ; but here it is taken for Proof of a Matter in 
Queſtion, and at Iflue, by Teftimony of Witneſſes 
before a Jury, and according to the Evidence the Jury 
are to give in their Verdict, according to their Oaths. 
And to demonſtrate who are not ſufficient, and may 
be excepted againit, they are ſuch as are infamous, or 
Perſons attainted of Felony, or of falfe Verdict, or of 
Conſpiracy, or of Perjury, or in a Premunire, or of 
Forgery, and ſuch as have had Judgment to loſe their 
Ears, or ſtand in the Pillory, or have been ſtigma— 
tized or branded; and Infidels, Men not of found 
Memory, or not of Diſcretion, or ſuch as are inte- 


reſted in the Cauſe, and may have Benefit by the 


Thing in Queſtion : Theſe are not competent Wit- 
neſſes. And a Wife cannot be a Witneſs for or againſt 
her Huſband : But all others, though they be never 
fo near Kindred, Tenants, Servants, Maſters, Coun- 


| fellors or Attornies, are allowed for good Witneſſes; 
and theſe being required, muſt come in to give Evi- 


dence.

was allowed for a principal Challenge, that the De- 
fendant was indebted to the Juror. If any one or 
more of the Jury be returned at the Denomination of 
the Party, Plaintiff or Defendant, the whole Array 
ſhall} be quaſhed. If there be a Challenge for Coſin- 
a2e, he that taketh the Challenge muſt ſhew how 
the Juror is Cofin, If one within the Age of one and 
twenty Years be returned, it is a good Cauſe of Chal- 
lenge, | 
A Jury impanelled may not be challenged after they 
are ſworn; but if the principal Panel do once appear 
full, the Challenge may be taken to the Panel before 
any be ſworn, or otherwiſe it comes too late.

Of Diſtreſs. 


Diſtreſs is where one doth take and diſtrain the 
Beaſts, Cattle, and other Things, of another 
Man, in ſome Ground or Place, for Debt, or other 
Duty behind, or for ſome Wrong or Damage done. 
None can break a Man's Houle in the Night-time 
to execute any Proceſs, or to do any miniſterial Act; 
tor the Law giveth no Colour to break a Man's 


Houſe by Night, unleſs in the Caſe of Treaſon, Fe- 


lony, or the like, 
None 
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None can be diftrained that are out of the Jurif- 
diction of the Court. 
No Diſtreſs can be made in the Night, but for Da- 


mage- feaſant. 
The Bailiff may attach a Man by his Goods, citing 


him to appear and anſwer ſuch a Day, at ſuch a Man's 


Suit, in ſuch a Court, and for ſuch a Cauſe; or he 
may only give the Defendant Warning (in the Pre- 
fence of two others) to appear ſuch a Day, in ſuch a 
Court, at fuch a Man's Suit, and it is ſufficient; and 
if an Attachment be made, it muſt be of ſuch Gocds 
(of the Defendant's own proper Goods) as are Myve- 
ables, viz. mere Chattels Pertoual, which may be 
forfeited by Outlawry, and not [amovesb! es. 

Horfes joined to a Car may not be tevered ; neither 
n ay Sheep be diſtrained, if there be a ſuffcient Di- 
ſtreſs beſides. 

No Man fhall e a Diſtreſs out of the County 
where it was taken; nor out of the Hundred, except 
it be to a Pound covert within the lame Shire, not 
above three Mliles diſtant. 

A Diftreſs may not be impounded in ſeveral Places, 
upon Pain of Five Pounds, and trebie Damages. 

A Man cannot work Guods dift:ained, nor convert 
them to his own Uſe, 

The Goods of any Man may be taken in any Place 
within the County, in another Man's Houte or Ground, 
as well as his own. 

It a Bailiff diſtrain or attach the Horſe of a Maſter, 
when the Plaint is againſt the Servant, Ireſpaſs lies 
for the Maſter againſt the Bailiff ; for the Bailiff ought 
to take Notice at _ Peril whoſe Goods he difirains 
or attaches.

After PR Soo or 3 made, if the Bailif 
does not return his Precept the next Court, Treipals 
lies againſt the Bailiff for the Defendant, ad an Ac- 
tion of the Caſe lies againſt him for the Plaintiff for 
not returning the Precept. ti.

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If one takes Beaſts in the Name of a Diſtreſs, he 
ouzht to put them into an open Pound, for that he 
who is diſirained may give to them Suftenance : But 
if he diſtrain dead Chattels, he may put them where 
he will; but if they ſpoil in his Default, he muſt an- 
ſwer for them.

If Goods diſtrained be put into an open Pound, and 
they die, it is the Loſs of the Owner; but if they are 
put in another Place, it is otherwiſe, 39 H. 8.

in a cloſe Houſe, it he will give them Meat; for the 


putting of them in an open Pound, is but to the In- 


tent that the Owner may give them Meat. 
Where a Man diſtraineth Cattle for Damage-fea-

ſant, or for Rent or Service, and puts them into the 


common Pound, or into another Pound or Place, and 


he who hath Property in the Cattle, or other Perſon, 
taketh the Cattle out of the ſaid. Pound, and diivcth 
them where he pleaſeth, he who diſtrained them may 
have a Writ de Parco Fradto. - Fitz. Na. Br. 293. E. 

A Man may not diftrain for any Rent or Thing due 
for any Land, but upon the fame Land that is charged 
therewith; but in Caſe where J come to diſtrain, the 
other ſeeing my Purpoſe chaſeth the Beaſts, or beateth 
the Thing out, to the Intent that I ſhall not take ic 
for a Diftreſs upon the G:ound, then I may well pur- 
ſue ; and if I take it preſently in the Highway, or in 
another's Ground, the Taking is lawful as well as up- 
on the ſame Land charged, to whomſoever the Property 
of the Goods be. 

If one diſtrain my Goods that are not diſtrainable 
by Law, I may have a general Action of Treſpaſs, 
or an Action of the Caſe againſt him at my Choice.

lnsjunction ſtay the Proceedings on a Mandamus. The 


Homage are to preſent upon their Oath, their Oath is 
the ſame or very near the Oath of a Grand Jury, they 


ſeem to be of the ſame Nature though of inferior De- 


gree; one for the whole County, the other for a Part 


of it only; the one for Crimes, the other for private 


Property; and the one ſeems no more miniſterial than 
the other, 


It was adjudged, that if the Lord enters upon the

Want of Surrender or defective Surrender 
Supplied in Equity. 


I LL to have an Account of the real and perſo- 
nal Eftate of their Father, and a Partition of his 
real Eſtate. 

The Caſe was, B. having ſeveral Freehold and Co- 
pyhold Lands, deviſes all his Lands, Goods and Chat- 
tels to his three Sons, equally to be divided between 
them, and deviſes over and above this, 1004. to his eldeſt, 
provided he gives a lawful, good, and general Releaſe 
to his two younger Brothers; and by his Codicil ap- 
points, that if one of his younger Sons ſhould die or 
marry in his Minority without Conſent of his Execu- 
tors, then his Portion to go to the other younger Son. 

Second Point, if the Copyhold Lands ſhall paſs by 
this Deviſe without a Surrender to the Uſe of his Will? 
Lord C. was of Opinion, that the Copyhold Lands do 
not paſs by the Deviſe for Want of a Surrender to the 
Uſe of the Will, though in the Caſe of younger Children, 
becauſe there are Freehold Lands to ſatisfy the Words 
w the Will.
